The  borders  which  are  of  rose  ground  are  extraordi¬ 
nary  in  interest,  filled  with  symbols  of  the  Goddess  and 
suggestions  of  her  prowess  as  a  huntress.  The  color¬ 
ing  of  the  garments  of  the  figures  are  in  blues,  reds 
and  tans,  giving  a  most  harmonious  effect  and  pleas¬ 
ing  play  of  color.  To  appreciate  these  beautiful  hang- 


ings  one  must  remember  how  near  they  are  to  the  most 
perfect  periods  of  the  art  of  tapestry  weaving.  These 
tapestries  were  woven  about  1510. 

(1) .  Diana  herself  is  seen  in  the  distant  background, 
the  infant  who  was  previously  found  in  his  cradle  is 
now  being  surrendered  by  its  foster-father  to  another, 
who  will  educate  him  in  accordance  with  his  birth. 
8.2x11. 

(2) .  Virbius,  the  Priest  of  Diana,  wearing  her  cres¬ 
cent  on  his  head  and  supported  by  two  attendants, 
makes  an  appeal  against  the  sinister  intent  of  the 
youth  armed  with  a  spear.  10.7x11. 

(3) .  This  third  scene  shows  the  custom  of  sacrifices 
offered  to  Diana,  who  among  the  Greeks  was  known 
as  Artemis.  In  this  case,  while  the  altar  fire  is  being 
fed  by  precious  oil  from  a  flagon,  and  the  high  priest 
preparing  for  the  human  sacrifice,  the  youth  is  saved 
just  in  time  by  intervention.  13.7x11. 

945  Exceptional  English  Embroidery.  17th  Century.  De¬ 
picting  the  baptism  of  Christ  by  St.  John.  This  em¬ 
broidery,  rich  in  dark  coloring  of  blue,  greens  and 
browns  with  notes  of  tan,  suggest  a  dense  woods 
abounding  with  all  its  richness,  through  which  is  seen 
the  main  grouping  of  the  figures  bathed  in  sunlight. 
Portraying  in  a  charming  and  unique  manner  this 
incident  in  the  life  of  Christ.  The  border  is  excep¬ 
tionally  interesting,  showing  cartouches  with  medal¬ 
lions,  containing  portraits  of  men  in  centre  border  and 
an  assemblage  of  flowers  is  beautifully  shown  at  each 
angle.
